Afterward they proceeded to the ar- 
senal, where they secured 500 rifles, 
several field guns and a quantity of 
ammunition.

Washington, Mardéh 11.—Oral argu- 
ment was heard in the supreme court 
today on the validity under American 
law of the “vow of poverty,” prescribed 
some twelve centuries ago for members 
of the Catholic Brotherhood a 
Benedict. Briefs already have been 
submitted and the case is before the 
court for decision. 

The legality of the “vow of poverty” 
was questioned in the administration 
of the estate of Father Augustin Wirth, 
a priest of St. Benedict, who died at 
Springfield, Minn., in 1901, leaving 
considerable money and property. 
Relatives of the priest laid claim to the 
estate, but the brotherhood held that, 
under his vow, Father Wirth could have 
nothing im his own right and any 
property that had been in his posses- 
sion belonged to the order. The reh- 
tives won in the United States circuit 
court of appeals, which decided that 
the vow was against public policy and 
void. 

Former Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, of 
New York, on behalf of the order, told 
the court today that if the opinion of 
the lower court were allowed to stand 
as the Jaw of the land, the property 
of the enedictines and all other re- 
ligious orders prescribing the vow of 
poverty would be endangered. He said 
the lower court had failed to distin- 
guish between the religious and civil 
natures of the vow. A member of the 
order, it was explained, could with- 
draw from the order in a civil aspect, 
although his vow in a religious way 
was binding until death.

GEORGIA’S WATER 
POWER DEVELOPMENT 


Ss. W. M’CALLIE, State Geologist. 


Editor Constitution: The development of 
Georgia’s water powers in the last decade has 
been phenomenal. Prior to 1903, or ten years 
ago, the only water power development with- 
in the limits of the state, which could be con- 
sidered at all in’the class with recent devel- 
opments, was that of the Augusta canal. For 
more than a quarter of a century this water 
power held the unique position of being thg 
most extensive water power development in 
the southern states. The early completion of 
this canal, Which was a municipal undertak- 
ing of no mean proportion for its time, at 
once placed the city of Augusta in a position 
to offer attractive inducements to manufac- 
turers in the form of cheap power, a finan- 
cial consideration which has been the means 
of making Augusta one of our most im- 
portant manufacturing centers, and has won 
for that city the appropriate title “The Low- 
ell of the South.” 

Other early developments which may here 
be teferred to as furnishing rather large 
powers are those at Columbus; but these, like 
the Augusta canal power, are now so far 
overshadowed by the magnitude of some of 
our recent hvydro-electrical developments that 
they have become of only minor importance. 

The following tabulated data collected by 
the writer since the first of January, during 
personal visits to the individual plants men- 
tioned, gives the developed and ultimate de- 
velopment in horse-power of all of the main 
water power plants at present in the state:

He is particularly fitted 
for the presentation of criminal cases to the 
supreme court, having recently completed two 
books on that branch of the law. He is a 
man of high character and fine personality, 
combining a brilliant intellect with a strong 
mentality and a nature so lovable as to en- 
dear him to hundreds all over the state. He 
is in every way qualified, and letters. received 
since the announcement of his probable can- 
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ability, of distinguished services to the whole 
of the United States, and especially to the 
fourth district of Georgia.

The smaller developed water powers of 
the state have not been included in the 
above estimates on account of the great 
difficulty in securing reliable data. Had 
these powers been included the’ above total 
present developed water powers would be in- 
creased by possibly as much as ten thousand 
horse-power. 

This would give the present water-wheel 
capacity of all the plants now operated 191.,- 
774 horse-power. Comparing these figures 
with unpublished data recently compiled by 
Mr. B. M. Hall, formerly a member of the 
hydrographic division of the United States 
Geological Survey, who estimates the total 
wheel installation water powers of the state 
at 1,323,600 horse-power, we find that our 
present developed powers are only about 14 
per cent of our total water power.

Americans Raisé Price of Beef. 


(From Review of Reviews.) 

At present it appears that the American 
packers are operating independently and in 
competition with the English and Argentine 
concerns. They are also doing more busi- 
ness, as the other plants operate only about 
a third of the time, while the Americans 
are going at full capacity. The Americans 
pay more for beeves and have been selling 
their products for what they can get. This 
method may in the end force such a combi- 
nation in Argentina as was brought about 
in this country. The American packers have 
been supplying Argentine beef to their cus- 
tomers in England. They operate a line of 
meat markets in that country, agd with the 
facilities they have at hand, the control 
they have in the United States, it is possible 
for them to force the English and Argentine 
packers into an agreement as to the pro- 
duction and sale of South American beef. 

The Americans had angagreement with 
their rivals in the matter of apportionment 
of trade, but they did not agree in the mat- 
ter of fixing prices for beeves and meat. As 
a result the price of catfle on the hapf has 
been greatly increased. Steers weighing 
820 pounds, which formerly sold for about 
$45 a head, are now sold for about $75 a 
head. The prices before the Americans went 
to Argentina ranged from $25 to $44 a head. 
The higher prices have made the Americans 
popular with the cattle-raisers, whose con- 
spite of 
the apportionment agreement the Americans 
have the pick of the stock and a constant 
supply for their plants. As they undersell 
the dressed meat in the European markets, 
they are far from popular with the English 
and Argentine packers.

From Heavy Loss. 


Washington, March 11.—Identical 
bills to authorize the secretary of ag- 
riculture to investigate the handling, 
grading and transportation of cotton 
and grain and to establish standards 
of quality and condition of each grade 
were introduced today by Representa- 
tive Lever, of South Carolina. They 
, would prohibit interstate shipment of 
‘grain or cotton unless its sale grade is 
fixed by the secretary of agriculture 
and conforms to standards he pre- 
scribes, but variations from official 
‘standards may be permitted under his 
‘rules. 

The bills would forbid shipment of 
grain or cotton under misleading de- 
scriptions: would make subject to the 
‘agricultural department's inspection 
any grain entering into interstate com- 
merece, Which has been represented to 


conform to a given standard, and would 


authorize the secretary to settle any 


‘disputes as to proper grading of ship- 


ments. Violations would be punisha- 
ble by fines of from $200 to $1,000. 
The bills, which carry appropriations 
of $300,000 for the first year, have the 
approval of the department of agricul- 
ture and representatives of farmers’ 
organizations, who attended the recent 
hearings on the investigation of grain
